ARCHITECT’S 


SKETCH OF 


September 28, 1949, will be recorded as a memorable date in the history 
of the 1949-1950 school year. After many conferences between Franklin W. 
Olin, founder of Olin Industries of Fast Alton, and Clayton J. Schlosser, president 
of the board of education and a director of the Olin Foundation, an important 
announcement was made to the public on the above date. This was to the 
effect that Mr. Olin, through the Foundation, was the benefactor of a new 
vocational education school which is to be the third unit of a group of schools, 
and companion to the Alton Senior High and East Junior High School. It will 
span the gap between these two buildings north of the bowl now separating 
the two present structures. 

According to Mr. Schlosser, the new building will provide complete voca- 
tional facilities for the school district and enable all those who wish to be trained 
in the vocational education to do so. 

“The construction of the new school,” said Mr. Olin, “is to be of the finest 
quality.” It is his purpose to give the Alton area a vocational training school 
that will have no superior in the country among communities of comparable 
size. 

The project is to be a memorial to Franklin W. Olin. In the more than 
half century since he founded the great industry in East Alton, which in more 
recent years has been expanded to much larger size and has wide-spread units 



in the whole country, Mr. Olin has been impressed by the importance of manual 
education along with the mental. 

M rs. Olin, wife of the donor, has a particular interest in her husband’s 
attitude toward the importance of industrial education. Airs. Olin has been 
proud that her uncle had founded at Toledo, Ohio, the first manual training 
school in the country. She takes a pardonable pride in the fact that her husband 
in his ripeness of experience is founding the first vocational training school of 
any size in Alton. 

As a preliminary step toward planning the new building, Superintendent 
J. B. Johnson and a committee visited outstanding industrial schools in the 
Middle West and in the East to make a complete study and analysis of their 
physical plants and facilities of those schools. 

Voters of the Alton school district said “Thank you” enthusiastically on 
Saturday, January 28, when a proposal authorizing the Board of Education 
to accept the gift was passed by 3127 votes for and only 35 against. 

1 he students in the Alton schools also had an opportunity to express their 
thanks to Mr. Olin when they signed their names to a communication of grati- 
tude for the gift which will enhance greatly their opportunities for educational 
advancement.
